▪ Wildfire threat
▪ Carbon benefits and reducing greenhouse 

gas emissions
▪ Where projects will have greatest benefits

▪ Projects Ranked by CAL FIRE Units
▪ Overall benefits to the Unit coverage area
▪ Reduce threat to greatest number of 

structures and people
▪ Benefit to priority populations

▪ Low Income
▪ Disabled 
▪ Elderly

▪ Fire Risk Reduction Community List

Selection Criteria



▪ Opening late fall 

▪ New application process using Grants Portal
▪ More efficient

▪ User friendly

▪ Financial and project tracking

▪ Reporting transparency

▪ Solicitation and application information will be posted on the Wildfire 
Prevention Grants website
